Mr. Hanna (CM con- 
tinuing his argument in support of the 
Fauama canal. The Ohio s«nator de- 
clared that no political considerations

Hfe presented the opinions of 83 ship- 
masters and pilots in favor of the 
Panama route as against the Nicara- 
gua route, for many reasons, which 
they cited. . He urged that the con- 
struction of tbe Nicaragua canal was 
beset with unknown difficulties, while 
the construction of the Panama canai 
was "an open book." He laid partic- 
ular stress upon tbfc danger to the 
Nicaragua routf from volcanos. anil 
ursed that it was not good business 
policy to ignore those dangers in a 
project involving the expenditure of 
$200,000,000. 


Mr Hanna discussed at length the 


^nginoerins difficulties 
presented in 


the construction of the Bohno dam on 
t!>" Panama route, maintaining that 
it wan a feasible project in the hands 
o( skilled engines. Mr. Manna crit- 
icised the testimony of Captain Merry. 
United States minister to Nicaragua, 
who supported the Nicaragua roti'.o. 
He said Captain Merry was a stock- 
holder 
In 
the Maritime company. 


which of course wanted the Nicara- 
gua roatfi at!u;;te;i. The Ohio senator 
suggested thai Captain Merry would 
h-.'Ucr attomito his official ilutioK and 
not ititurtjs; himself in questions of 
this kind. 


As to the possibilities of danger 


from s»istEio riisturbancca. he thought 
it v/as practicaliy ar. even thing lic- 
tw<vn the fwo roiiten. 
He laid par- 


ticular stress! on tho danger of thi' Nic- 
aragua route from volcanos. and he 
r«ft;rr».i to the maps arraaKod on tbe 
walls of the chamber to show the act- 
ive and eitiuct volcanos In the regions

I'rofosaoi' Hftilprln.the volcano expert. 
as sayiriK taat the region of Panama 
was not in danger from volcanic dis- 
turbance. It wa» a curious fact that 
on th« maps Mont Pelue. tbe awful 
volcano on the island of Vartiuiquc, 
was marked as Iwin:? extinct.

Hanna said that in the construction 
of this canal the United States wore 
invading in<> territory of the volcano;

the end of the meal. Iu such a cafie 
the maid has taken no more steps than 
she. njtiat eventually do in restoring 
the rocn; to r.nivr, Rrttt tut; tuine has 
been kept far more attractive. 


In many families where only A rnaii 


of general housework is -kept the mis- 
tress tench** her the duties of a wait- 
ress, requiring her on certain days to 
perform these duties carefully.

the maid is trained sufficiently in thin 
art to do (food work for a small lunch- 
eon or dinner -with the assistance of 
•omc one in the kitchen. 


The duties of a waitress are not con- 


fined to waiting on table, for she is

Appli- 
cants must be between the ages of 
twenty-one and fifty-five and must 
pass an examination in French. Ger- 
man or Spanish; also in various com- 
mercial subjects. Life positions are to 
be made of the consular berths, great 
and small, which have been emptied 
and refilled since the administration ot 
Washington at the will of changing ad- 
ministrations. 


Such a reorganicsd establishment 


•will offer its personnel the delights and. 
advantages of foreign travel. Atiy one 
ripfinlng in the service -will have seen 
pretty much all of the world. Many 
congressmen recognize the necessity 
for reform, and it now seems to be only 
a question of time before the necessary 
legislation which the state department, 
the various chambers of commerce and 
boards of-trade are asking fur will be 
passed. What these patrons of the re- 
form want is a consular service where- 
in a man can spend a lifetime of use- 
fulness, storing up experience us poten- 
tial energy for Uncle Sam's l.>cnofit. To- 
day a man in the service lows his job 
as soon as his apprenticeship !;as been 
served.

233 consuls, a lower grade than that of 
consul general, though a Cow of them 
receive more money than some of the 
higher officials.
